A memorial paragraph In the preface
mentlons the work of L. 1. Powell, Dr,
Thomas Cann, Thomag Dickson, Thom-
as Moore, J, Curtls Platt, Joseph J. Al-
bright, James Blair, Cyrus W, Hartley,
Austin M. Decker, R. W, Luce, Charles
F, Mattes, dwin 8, Moffatt and
numerous others whose lfe work is
ended, but who In Hfe were |dentified
with the assoclation either as trusteos
or direetors,

The ploneer work of the Young Men's
Christlan assoclation In many lines
now commonly followed, viz,, the union
of denominations for sapecial work, the
emphasis on the value of & man's body,
and the employment of the young life
of the church, is pointed out.

The organliaation of the Scranton ns-
soclation oceurred on November 27, 1808,
in the Penn Avenue Baptist church,
The first public meeting was held in
the First Presbyterian church and was
participated in by all the elty patrons.
Dr, Logan, who had just assumed the
pastorate of the First Presbyterian
church, earnestly advocated the malin-
tenance of the assoclation ag an ald to
the churches in reaching young men.

Its flrst general gecretlary was W. D,
Mossman, who {8 now the superintend-
ent of a flourishing eity mission in New
Haver. The steps which led to the
erection of the Wyoming avenue bulld-
Ing and its dedication on Februury 3,
IS8T, are deseribed and a summaory of
the work In the bullding from itg com-
pletion until the day of its destruction
Is presented with admirable clearness
and brevity,

FIRE AN ANNIVERSARY,

A strange fact Is noted, namely, that
the fire occurred on the night of Febe
ruary 3, 1808, the eleventh anniversary
of the dedication of the building, Fal-
lowing the historical sketeh §s glven a
complets deseription and many 1llustra-
tions of the proposed new building.

The bullding herein {llustrated and
described, Is the result of a careful
study and comparison of the best mod-
ern associntion bulldings in this coun-
try, and of an architectural competl-
tlon, in which forty-four sets of draws
ings were submitted: Four awards
were made by Prof, A, D, F. Hamlin,
of Columbin university, whose standing
as an authority on architectural mat-
ters, and as a man of absolute Integ-
rity, is universally accepted. W. I,
Millar, the International secretary, who
was sent from New York to examine
the plans, has declared them to be n
distinet improvement upor any previ-
ously examined by him.

The three upper floors represent an

endowment; but more than that, they
represent a home for at least one hun-
dred and fifty young men, a positive
additional agency for good which Just
now Is coming to be regarded as most
effective In any large city where young
men with Hmited means are often com-
pelled to live in cold, cramped and
cheerlegs rooms, and are fairly driven
to places of evil resort for comfort and
companionship.

The exterlor is simple and dignified
in treatment, yet suggestive of the
uses to which It s to be put, The prin-
cipal ornamentation, viz., the five col-
umns of bav windows, and the bal-
conles which crown them, give in-
crensed renting value to twenty rooms,
thus serving both an artstic and a
commercial end,

The entrance is the most Imposing
and attractive gxterior feature of the
bullding, and placed a8 it Is on Mul-
berry street, the valuable Washington
avenue front is made available for
stores. The treatment of the gyvme
nasgium bullding In the rear glves it a
character of Its own and furnlshes a
harmonious and pleasing contrast with
the main bullding,

MAGNIFICENT BATHS,

A sub-bagement will contain all nes
cegsary machinery for lght, heat and
power, The bathe, Turkish, shower
und plunge, will be ecnstantly under
charge of an attendant. The swim-
ming pool {s of ample size and will ba
constructed of such material as to
make it very attractive, It will be
noticed that the entrance to the bicyela
room s only four steps down from the
sldewalk, and that the basement wine-
dows under the gymnasium bullding,
28 shown in the exterlor plan, are six
feet ahove the sidewalk. Thus ample

! Ught will be had, while a carefully de-

the maln entrance lobby, with steps 13
feet, 6 Inches In width, leading to it
With the gallery it will scat 910 peo=
ple, allewing ample room for spaclous
aud comfortable chalrs. There  ara
four exita from the first floor and am-
ple exits from the balcony. Towerrul
fans will digtribute abundance of fresh
alr through the auditorium. The stagae
will Le fitted up attractively for ly-
coum work and be ennvenient for every
form of entertainment likely to be giv-
en In such u hall,

Between the first and second floors,
in the central part of the bullding,
there is placed a mazzanine floor,
which I8 made possible by the height
required tor the gymnasimm and the
auditorinm, 'This floor will contiin the
junior department quartera, an office,
reception hall, reading room. game
room and coat room, to be the ex-
clusive property of the boys, @ com-
plete and attractive equipment for this
Important class of the association
membership,

HALL AND PARLORS,

The second floor contains an atirac-
tive central hall, large parlors and
reading room, a small lecture hall, two
gtudlos for rental, the visitor's gallery
of the gymnasium and baleony of the
auditorium. The membors'  parlor
opens upon an outer balcony directly
over the entrance to the maln bulld-
Ing.

The third floor containg  the class
rooms for the educational work, apart-
ments for the gevotary in charge of
the bullding, three suites of club rooms
and sultable convenlences, and a par-
lor for the exclusive use of young men
regldent In the building.

The fourth, fifth and gixth fAoors
contaln in all elehty-four admirably
planned rooms for single men, elgh-
teen of which are connceted with pri-
vate bath., A large gemeral tollet on
each of these floors containg a coms-
plete lavatory and wash room. with
shower bathe, dresslng rooms and all
newdful conveniences, Fvery bed room
Is an outside room, and ail rooms have
a good view of the city and the sur-
rounding hille, ©One can scarcely
Imngine a more deligzhtful bachelop
apartment than one of these rooms
will afford.

The roof will he used extensively In
summer for orchestra concerts, leoes
tures and meetings, gocial eveninga
with refreshments, in fact It will be
. hot weather resort which will doubt-
legs be one of the best features of the
whole bullding.

A ligt of different memorial featuraa
Is suggested In the retrospect na
waorthy ebjects of large gifte from men
who want to gee good results from the
uge of wealth while they live, They
are as follows: The gymnasium, $°5,-
000: the auditorium, §25,000; the contral
rotunda and reception hall, $25,000; the
bathe and plunee, $15,000; the apart-
ment floor, 330,000, a memorial organ,
$10.000,

The trugtecs hope that the example
set by the gift for the gymnasium will
be followed by others. who will take
care of other prominent features of
the bullding as memorinle of permane
ent value and great uscfulness,

ANGELO WAS
NOT PELOZI

County Detective Leyshon
Returns Without the
Murderer,

e

DEPUTY FINN ALSO BACK

Prisoner Detained at Naples Was
Michael Angelo, Who Imperson-
ated the Old Forge Murderer—Au-
thorities Misconstrued the In-
structions Sent Them-—Belief that
the Bcheme Was Arranged to
Throw the Officers Of the Trail.
Search Will Not Be Abandoned.

County Detective Thomas Leyshon
and Councilman Wade M, Finn re-
turned to Beranton at 1210 this morn-
ing without the Old Forge murderer,
8ix weeks ago yesterday they left the
city, ostensibly for the purpose of
bringing back from Italy Angelo
who shot and killed Antonlo
Spinello on Bunday evening, October
29, 1899, on the road leading from Old
Forge to Moosle.

The man who was detalned at Naples
by the Italian consul was not Pelozl,
but another man who answered to the
name of Michael Angelo Pelogl, As far
as the description was concerned, there
was but little similarity,

When questioned by a Tribune man,
the county detective sald that it was
his:opinion that the man who was ar-

Pelozl,

rested in Italy had impersonated Pelozl,
and that it was a scheme to throw him
oI the trall,

He also stated that the authoritles at
Naples had misconstrued the Instruc-
tions sent and had understood that
“Angelo” wag the last name of the man
wanted,

CIRCUMSTANCER WELL KNOWN,

The circumstances which led to the
Lellef that the murderer had gone to
Italy, and the subsequent appointment
of Messrs. Finn and Leyshon to make
the trip are well known.

The men arrived In New York at 4.0
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and
reached here on the Delaware, Lacka-
wanna and Western midnight traln,
They were met at the depot by a large
number of friends,

The statement made by both of them
regarding the man wanted, substan-
tlates The Tribune's statement made a
week ago to the effect that the pris-
oner detained at Noples was not
Poloed,

At that time District Attorney
Jones recelved a  clpher cablegram
from Leyshon stating that the inves-
tigation was not satisfactory. This
fact was admitted by the county de-
tective when he reached the city lasg
night.

All hopes of capturlng the murderer
have not been lost, however, and a
renewed effort will be made as soon

as poesible,

TO ENFORCE OPENING.

Resolution to Be Introduced in Com-
mon Council Tonight Against
Blocking Street Crossings.

A certaln common councilman, who
does not desive his name given Just yel,
Wil this evening, at the regular meet-
ing of that body, Introduce a resolu-
tion directing the chier of polive to en-
force the provision of the ordinance
which prohibits the blocking of rail-
road crossings for over elght minutes
at a time,

In speaking regarding the matter
Yesterday, the councliman sald he was
prompted to Introduce such a resolu=-
tion by the excessive blocking of the
West Lackawanna avenue erossing
since the Delaware, Lackawanna and
Western company have erected their
new freight transfer station near this
pouint.

He mentloned the fact that he had
himself been delayed one night recent-
ly for just exactly nincteen minutes,
the blacking at that time being caused
by the switching of two long freight
trains into the new station. His plan
I8 to have o gpecinl oMeer detalled at
the crossing to see that the eight min-
ute regulation I8 enforced,

The ordinance referred to was passed
In 186%, and the clause covering this
point I8 as follows:

That from and after January 1, 1870, the
Delaware, Lackawannn and Western
Rallrond company, the president, mana-
gers aud company of the Delnware, Lack:
awanna and Western Rallroad company,
the Lackawanna and Bloomsburg Rall-
roud company cr any other rallroad com-
pany, or uny pergon or persons employed
by or under them, or ¢ny of them, or
acting under their orders, be and they or
any of them are hercby prohibited from
nbstructing the strects, nvenues, alleys,
lnnes or highways of enld city by per-
mitting cars, trains of cars, locomotives
or any other movable property to re-
moin upon sald strocts, avenues, lanes or
highways within the limits of =ald clty 2o
as to prevent free Ingresa and ogress to
all and every person travellng on sald
street, ete, for a longer perlod than
elght minutes nt any time and that any
violatlon of ihis order shall subjoet the
offender or offenders to & penalty of §5 for
euch and every such offense to he recov-
Jgred befors the mayor or gny alderman
